If the material 
virtues have been unduly emphasized it is because 
the development of a new continent required 
such virtues, and the American people have had 
the good sense to stick to the foundation of mate- 
rial well-being until it is firmly laid. Suppose 
the pioneers had neglected this work and spent 
their time writing love lyrics which the writer 
quoted seems to consider a badge of distinction. 
Nevertheless, we have not been wanting in men 
and women of distinction, and now that the 
rough pioneer work is practically completed ideal- 
ism begins to assert itself.

the wealth of the country is passing under the 
control of a small group of financiers and captains 
of industry. 

The total assets of the three companies are esti- 
mated at $1,700,000,000, and the total annual in- 
come at $275,000,000.. The whole of that income 
woul@ be at the disposal virtually of the one pow- 
erful man who dominated the merger and con- 
trolled the directors. How great such a power 
would be may be estimated to some extent when 
one recalls that the entire revenue of the United 
States in 1879, just 30 years ago, were but $273.,- 
827,184, or more than $1,000,000 less than the an- 
nual income of the combine. 

For the raising and the expenditure of the 
national revenue we have an elaborate govern- 
mental machinery of President, Senate and House 
of Representatives. Over the operation of the 
Government the press stands watchful and gives 
notice to the people of all that goes on. But for 
the management of the income of the proposed 
merger there would be but a board of directors, 
whose proceedings would be largély secret. The 
press and the public would know but little of 
what was going on. A genuine autocracy then 
would be exercised over the expenditure and in- 
vestment of revenues equal to those of the whole 
nation of a generation ago.

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ENDLESS LITIGATION. 

In a well-known address delivered last year in 
New York on “Delays and Defects in the Enforce- 
ment of Law in This Country,” President Taft 
said: 

“I do not mean to say that the judges of the 
‘courts are lacking either in honesty, industry or 
knowledge Of the law, but I do mean to Say that 
the machinery of which they are a part is 80 cum- 
bersome and slow and expensive for the litigants, 
public and private, that the whole judicial branch of 
the government fails in a marked way to accom- 
plish certain of the purposes for which it was cre- 
ated.”’ 

Taking that statement as a text, George W. Al- 


ger, under the title of “Treadmill Justice,” ex- 
plains in the Atlantic Mocnthly the causes 
of this failure on the part of our judicial 
machinery. He attributes it mainly to the fact 
that in our courts there is too large a facility for 
appeal and too little power to bring a case to a 
termination. In this respect our method of pro- 
ceedure is in striking contrast with that of Great 

Britain. Mr. Alger says of the British system: 

“A case can be heard and decided in the High 

Court a month after it has begun, and if an ap- 
peal be taken it can be heard and finally decided 
and ended in the Court of Appeal five months 

later, Only a tenth of the cases tried in England 

are appealed at all, and of the appealed cases very 

few are ordered retried,” | 

As an illustration of the law’s’delay in this coun- 

try by reason of appeals and retrials, Mr. Alger 

cites a case in New York where a lawyer in ad- 

dressing the Appellate Division of the Supreme 

Court, said: “This case has been tried three times 

in the lower court by juries, has been heard on 

appeal in this court twice and once in the Court 

of Appeals. The expenses of litigation already | 
have absorbed the value of the property in dis- 

pute. If there be some way which the Court can 

find for deciding finally this dispute here in this’ 
court without requiring it to be tried over again,

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ENGLAND’S WAY AND OURS. 
England in the throes of a, political crisis of 


momentous import presents a calm appearance. 
The battle is to be an orderly conflict of ballots 
and there is promise of less turmoil and even less 
lingual bitterness than characterizes a meeting of 
suffragettes. 

Americans, always deeply interested in Anglo- 
Saxon institutions and their reform, are intensely 
interested in a conflict which promises to be 
epochal. They are interested in it absolutely and 
relatively—not only as it affects Great Britain and 
marks the progress of the British people and the 
influence of modern ideas and efforts, but in its 
effect on themselves and their future. With the 
crisis at its neight the English Cabinet prepares 
for dissolution and an election, In six weeks the 
people wiil have recorded their verdict, the decis- 
ion will be accepted and the nation will proceed 
to adjust itself to the new conditions, whatever 
they may be. : 

What would we do under similar circumstances? 
If such a crisis existed for us now, it would be 
handled gingerly by a Congress elected a year 
ago, with no popular regard to such an eventua- 
tion. A year hence we could elect to deal with 
the question a Congress that would meet for 
the first time two years after the crisis arose. 
In the meantime we would struggle along, grum-

Possibly this. percentage will not hold good for the 
entire country, but politicians are pretty much alike 
everywhere, and provide all the jobe that the traf- 
fic will bear. Counties and states vie with cities in 
making sure that a sufficient number of patriots are 
engaged in the public service to keep the work from 
being burdensome to anybody except the taxpayer. 
We are surely making fair progress toward the 80- 
cialistic millenium when everybody is to work for the 
Government and the Government is to support every 


body. ‘

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HOW BULLFIGHTERS BEGIN. 

An American who has been traveling in Spain 
tells how bullfighterg begin. 

“I attended bullfights at Madrid, Seville, Barcelona 
and.

“AFTER MAD TIE 
DIES IN HOSPITAL 


State Board Blames Attend- 
ants for Not Learning of 
Patient’s Injuries. 


BEATEN BY ANOTHER 


Autopsy Showed That Ten 
Ribs Were Broken, One 
Piercing the Lung. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEVADA, Mo., Dec. 4~—The State 


Hospital Board in executive session to- 
day and yesterday, making inquiry 
into the death of John Riley, a patient 
from Jasper County, on Nov. 2, at 
the hospital,.upon whom a post mor- 
tem examination was made that showed 
10 ribs had been broken, one of which 
had adhered to the left lung, received 
Supt. Lamson’s version of the affair 
and then reported the result of its in- 
vestigation. 

Supt. Lamson’s report te the Board 
shows that Riley entered the hospital 
on Nov. 2 suffering from senile demen- 
tia and physical exhaustion, and that 
he was recently discharged from the 
I. O. O. F. Home at Liberty because | 
of his demented condition and untidy 
habits. 

No report came to the superintendent 
giving evidence of the patient’s sick- 
ness. After his death it was apparent 
he had received serious injury. Inqtiry, 
however, failed to reveal any knowledge 
of this injuiry by the ward physician 
or attendants. He declares that the 
attendants had always treated the pa- 
tients humanely. 


Board Makes Report, 
The Board, after receiving. the re- 


port and hearing the testimony of Will 
Estes and Charles Doubet, attendants 
in the ward where Riley was confined, 
and the testimony of other attendants 
and employes, submitted the following 
report: : 

“We have learned that on Saturday 
or Sunday prior to the death of Riley 
on the following Tuesday, he was 
in. the dormitory of his ward and that 
he jerked a chair from under a helpless 
patient and started to take it away, 
when another patient by the name of 
Cramer became incensed at his tactics 
and pushed him violently back over one 
of the hospital seats, striking his left 
side. : 

“One of the attendants immediately 
picked him up and for an instant he 
seemed dazed, but soon recovered and 
walked off and sat down and showed 
no signs of injury, but appeared in his 
usual health, eating heartily up to the 
time of his death. 


Only Evidence of Violence. 
“This is the only evidence of any 


violence received by Riley while in the 
hospital that the Board was able to 
discover and this probably was the 
cause of the injury. 

“We also find that the accident was 
unavoidable and liable to occur at any 
time in the ward where violent and un- 
tidy patients are kept. 

““We approve the action of the super- 
intendent in notifying the public at- 
thorities of the death of this patient 
and requesting of them a searching in- 
quiry.”’ 

As a climax to the investigation, the 
management dischdrged Estes and Dou- 
bet for neglect of duty in not finding 
eut and reporting Riley’s condition be- 
fore his death and for allowing a pa- 
tient by name of Moss to carry the key 
to the bathroom and for allowing him 
to bathe the patients whén they were 
not present. 

Moss, the patient, is dangerous at 
times, and is imbibed with the belief 
that he has been sent by the Lord to 
bathe all the untidy patients and that 
he will be forever damned if he does not. 
For this reason the attendants allewed 
Moss to bathe the others.

IN OBSERVATION WARD 





Answers Imaginary Voices 
With Pleadings of 
Forgiveness. 





Glowing luminously or darkening to 
the hue of the drowned, the imaginary 
faces of'a woman and child hover by 
day and by night over the cot upon 
which B. W. Costello, driven insane 


*| by remorse, lies manacled in the ob- 


servation ward of the City Hospital. 
And the faces speak,, with gurgling 
voices, choked as if by water, and call 


him restlessly to join his dead in the 
grave, to which his orgies of dissipa- 
tion drove them. The apparitions are 
those of his wife, Mrs. Nonie Costello, 
and their 9-months-old child, Dolores, 
with whom she threw herself into the 
north pool of Reservoir Park, Nov. 6, 
in despair over his addiction to drink. 
The stolidity and apathy with which 
Costello learned of the tragedy aston- 
ished the police. He was*roused from 
a stupor following a three days’ spree, 
in which, aided by a woman, he had 
spent his month’s salary of $7. He was 
lodged in a ceH at the Magnolia Avenue 
Station for two days and was watched 
in vain for a sign of emotion. 
Raves for Forgiveness. 

Several davs after his release he 
told his brother, William Costello, 
with whom he had gone to ‘live at 
4056 Page boulevard, that voices had 
begun to haunt: him. The voices, he 
said, were those of his wife and child, 
Soon their faces, he°said, began to 
flash upon his sight, shining the 
brighter when he covered his eyes. 

It was not long until he answered 
the voices and was heard by his 
brother raving for forgiveness. and 
vowing his remorse. Yesterday, at 
the request of William Costello, he 
was committed to the City Hospital 
for observation. The physicians pro- 


Costello had promised his wife te use 
his wages, earned in a ratilread office, 
in moving his family from the home of 
his mother, with whom she had quar- 
reled. Instead, on pay day he began a 
prolonged spree. She waited in vain for 
his home-coming. all night and all the 
rext day. On the second night she took 
the child, left the house and was not 
again seen alive. 

The following day policemen dragging 
the reservoir. found the two bodies ly- 
ing near each ether. The mother’s arms 
were in the attitude of clasping the 
baby. 


SHIP, WHICH FOR 49 YEARS 
NEVER LOST A PASSENGER, 
IS LOST WITH 33 ABOARD 


Isle of Man Steamer and the Thistle- 
mor Both Founder in 


Irish Sea. 

LONDON, Dec. 4.—All hope of the sur- 
vival of the passengers and crew of 
the Isle of Man steamer DPillan-Vannin 
was abandoned today when portions of 
@ steamer’s upper works and small 
boats, picked up on the banks of the 
Mersey, were definitely identfed ag be- 
longing to the missing vessel. 

The Ellan-Vannin carried 12 passengers 
and a crew of 21. 

The little craft was the mascot of 
the Isle of Man Steam Packet Co.'s fleet, 
and her luck was proverbial. For # 
years she had ridden the seas, and she 
had never lost a passenger. She sailed 
on her last voyage from Ramsey, Isle 
of Man, for Liverpool, at midnight, 
Thursday, and ran into the hurricane 
early yesterday. It is believed she was 
driven on Mersey Bar and foundered. 
The loss of the steamer Thistlemor 
off Appledore, in Barnstable Bay, also 
Was confirmed today, but some of the 
crew of 3% were saved. The steamer 
Arndale, which was in the vicinity at 
the time of the disaster, picked up one 
of the Thistlemor’s boats containing 10 
men, one of whom later died from ex- 
posure. The Arndale, like many other 
vessels, Was damaged and put back into 
Barry, Wales. 

The gale continued over the Irish

Declares Campbell Was Agent 
for Union Electric in 
Ouster Suit. 


EVIDENCE . COMPLETED 


Republican Boss Takes an 
Active Part in West End 
Hearing, 
| 

All evidence in Clreuit Attorney See- 
bert G Jones” que warrante suit, 
brought tn the name of the State of Mis- 
souri to eust the West Hind Light, Heat 
and Power Co. of its franchise was 
completed in Judge Kinsey’s court Sat- 
urday. After arguments, the date of 
which has net yet been fixed, ft will be 
taken under advisement, 

At the trial yesterday, Lon O, Hock- 
er, who, with Jeptha D. Hewe, is asso- 
ciated with Jones in the case, admitted 
that he Was employed by James Camp- 
bell to start legal proceedings against 
the West End company and that the 
$2500 fee which’ was paid to Howe, Jones’ 
brother-in-law, was supplied by Camp- 
bell. Campbell, it was further admitted, 
was acting for the North American Co., 
which controlled the Union BDiectric and 
Laclede Gas Light corporations. 

Campbell had been subpoenaed by the 
West End Co.’s attorneys—S. L. Swarts 
and Tyson 8. Dines—te testify concern- 
ing this feature, but he had to go to 
New York to wind up the Frisco-Rock 
Island divorce proceedings. The attoer- 
neys said they would not tmsist on the 
financier’s presence if the other side 
would admit that te which they ex- 
pected him to testify. 

Evidence Mostly Documentary. 

The attorneys desired Campbell’s tes- 
timony to support the allegation of the 
West End company, that the sult was 
not started in good faith by Circuit At- 
torney, but to subserve private inter- 
ests. In further support of this allega- 
tion Attorneys Dines, over the objection 
of Mr. Hocker, intre@uced in evidence 
the files in the injunction suit of W. 
Hall Trigg against the West End eom- 
pany and the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. This: was for the purpose of 
showing that the interests which were 
behind the Trigg case also inspired the 
ouster suit. 

While allowing the Trigg case to be 
considered in the record, Judge Kinsey 
reserved the right to change his ruling 
later. This he may do after hearing 
arguments, 

Most of the evidence submitted was 
documentary. The West End company 
introduced the ordinance of, 188% which 
granted a lighting franchise to Brown- 
ing, King & Co. It also showed the 
transactions by which the West End 
company acquired the franchise from 
Browning, King & Co. 

Depositions of Lon Hocker, Jeptha D. 
Howe and Seebert Jonés, taken by the 
West End company, were given to the 
Court and will be considered with the 
other evidence. These depositions show 
that Union Electric, or Mr. Campbell 
acting for it, secretly employed Mr. 
Hocker to prevent the West End com- 
pany from doing business. 

Howe Takes Part in Case, 

The State’s evidence was brief. It sub- 
mitted decuments and some testimony 
showing that the franchise under which 
the West End company seeks to operate 
had not been used fer years. D. C. 
Young, former manager of Browning, 
King & Co., testified for the prosecution 
that the concern never sold a cent’s 
worth of electricity. 

“Didn’t your company supply the A. 
S. Aloe company with light?” Attorney 
Swarts asked en cress-examination. The 
witness could not recall this. 

While the suit was brought by the 
Cireult Attorney in the name of the 
State, Mr. Hocker conducted the State's 
Case in court.

Applying Epithets to Them 
Constitutes Breach of Peace, 
Appellate Judges Decide.

Lecal police judges who have refused 
to find any one gullty of disturbing the 
peace of a policeman, on the theory 
that such officer ig “not within the 
peace ef the State, and therefore his 
peace cannot be disturbed,” will have 
to change their ruling, in view of an 
opinion just handed down by the &t. 
Louis Court of Appéals. 

The opinion is in the case of the 
city ef De Soto, Mo., against Carlyle 
Hunter, who was acquitted of a peace 
disturbance charge on instructions from 
Circuit Judge Joseph Williams. The 
Judge held that the person whose peace 
was disturbed, Robert Lanham, town 
marshal, did not come within the peace 
of the State, being a police officer. The 
city appealed from the ruling to the 
Court of Appeals. 

All three appellate judges—Reynolds, 
Goode and Nortoni—concur in reversing 
the action of the lower court and re 
manding the case for another trial. The 
opinion of the Court, as expressed by 
Judge Nortoni, says that the ‘violent 
and vituperative epithets applied by the 
defendant to Lanham were calculated 
to disturb the peace of a person, even 
though he be a police officer and ac- 
customed to such remarks from boister- 
ous individuals,” 

Judge Reynolds wrote a separate optn- 
fon, in which he said: “A police officer

to the wife and daughter of that dis- 
tinguished statesman. 

Watson announced tonight that he did 
not feel that he was particularly culpa- 
ble for having violated the laws of hos- 
pitality, but Asquith violated the same 
laws in the first instance. 

_“Everybody in England,’ said he, 
‘knows that during tne Boer War I 
was particularly pro-Boer. It was the 
wing of the Liberal party to which Her- 
bert Asquith belonged that made the 
Boer War possible. Now I am a Lib- 
eral, but on the Boer War question 
Asquith and I split and we have never 
been very close since then. Knowing 
that the relations were strained §be- 
tween Premier Asquith ana myself, Miss 
Violet. Asquith should #ever “have tnt}: 
vited me to tea. I was invited in order 
that insult and ridicule might be heaped 
fupon me and for nothing else.’’ 

Here the reporter asked him why it 
was he accepted this invitation, having 
felt as he had toward the Asquith fam- 
ily ever since the Boer War. 

Regarded Invitation as Command. 

“Well, although our friendship had 
ceased, I considered that the: office of 
Premier of England was the next high- 
lest office to the Crown, and, as a pri- 
vate citizen, it did not become me to 
decline any invitation to take tea at 10 
Downing street, and I did not. On the 
other hand, I had every reason to ex- 
pect that my feelings would not’ be 
trampled upon. When Miss Violet As- 
quith made slighting remarks about my 
great and good friend, Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman, I felt that I would not 
be loyal to the man who accepted his 
final call unless I took up the cudgels 
in his behalf. I did so. That it had no 
effect was made evident when I re- 
ceived a note of thanks in reply to the 
quatrain I wrote in Miss Asquith’s al- 
bum.

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—While the body 
of the drowned woman in the East 
Orange (N. J.) bath tub mystery has 
been identified as that of Mrs. Ocey 
Wardlaw Martin Snead, the New York 
Life Insurance Co., in which her life 
was insured for $24,000, still is investi- 
gating the case. 

A high official of the company ad- 
mitted tonight to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent that detectives in the com- 





pany’s employ were working on the! 
case day and night. 

Miss Virginia Wardlaw, in jail at | 
Newark on the charge of murder, today 
asked for the hair of the woman she 
is accused of having killed, saying she 
wanted it as a keepsake. The request 
was granted, after it had been referred 
to Prosecutor Mott, and the hair will 
today be cut from the head of the 
young wife and mother and sent to Miss 
Wardlaw. 

Body of Another baapeeted: 

The fact that the body was not claim- 
ed by the family has catused the prose- 
cutor to give some weight to the theory 


than Mrs. Snead. 

“If the body is not hers,” said the 
prosecutor, ““why the substitution? If it 
is hers, why does not her mother, Mrs. 
Martin, claim it and see that it is pro- 
perly buried?’’

This woman, the insurance iny estiea-| 
tors think, was Mrs. Snead, and’ they 
are not sure that the bathtub victim 
was the same_ person. 

Wardiaw Is Pemembered 

Princeton men, classmates of John B. 
Wardlaw, will befriend his sister, the 
imprisoned woman. Wardlaw is_re- 
membered at Princeton to this day as 
the most brilliant scholar ever gradu- 
ated from that institution. Out of rev- 
erence to his memory—Wardlaw died 
three years after his graduation—a num- 
ber of wealthy men in this city have 
already offered financial aid to her. 

Miss Wardlaw has said little to clear 
the mystery, which began with the find- 
ing of the body in a half-filled tub in 
the East Orange house last Monday. 

There is thus far no proof that the 
girl did not die as the note found at 
her side says—by suicidal drowning. 
Handwriting experts have pronounced 
on the genuiness of the chirography, 
and the state medical officers have defi- 
nite findings to make on the cause of 
death at the hearing, originally set for 
next Monday, but now postponed to the 
following Saturday.

Mrs. Doxey is in the women’s quar- 
ters of the jail, a oné-story detached 
brick structure which is flanked on 
three sides by the forbidding walls 
of the main building. Here there are 
no cells. All of the prisoners occupy 
one room and sleep in double tiers of 
bunks, 

In the room besides Mrs. Doxey 
there are 11 prisonérs, six of whom 
are negresses. There is no distinc- 
tion as to color and no segregation 
of black and white prisoncrs. Mrs. 
Doxey, like the others wears the reg- 
ulation jail uniform, a plain blue cal- 
fco wrapper. 

When she was first taken into the 
Jail she seemed to be in a stupor, but 
after tonics had been administered by 
Dr. . Walston. she rallied, and at times 
seemed to be even cheerful. She once 
asked why her trained nurse was not 
permitted to remain with her, but she 
did not mention the name of her hus- 
band, Dr. Doxey, who was excluded 
from the Jalil after, he had been or- 
dered out of the niatron’s room at Po- 
lice Headquarters by Chief Creecy, 

Mrs. Mary McBride, who has had 
more than 20 years’ experience as Jail 
matron, said last hight that Mrs. Dox- 
ey is a model prisoner, and does not 
seem to be suffering greatly from the 
cutting off of the large quantities of 
morphine which Dr. Doxey administered 
to her at intervals of two hours through 
the night, while she was on her way to 
St. Louis. 

“She was consciousall afternoon,” 
siad Mrs. McBride, “‘and lay on her cot 
watching the movements of the other 
rrisoners as though she were interested 
in her new surroundings. She did not 
spenk to any of the others and they 
did not speak to her. 

“Several tintes I asked her how she 
was feeling and she answered: 

“'‘T am doing very well, thank you.’ 
At noon she ate heartily of milk and 
toast. 

“She did not complain of her impris- 
cnment and said nothing at any time to 
indicate that she was in pain. Except 
when watching the other prisoners, she 
seemed rather indifferent and did not 
ask for the newspapers.’’ 

Mrs. Doxey lay motionless in her 
bunk all afternoon. She spoke to no 
one until the shadows of evening fell. 
Then she asked Night Matron Cibulka 
if she might have supper. This was 
at 4:30 p. m. She was- given toast and 
milk. The other prisoners were fed later 
and Mrs. Doxey did not share the 
coarse food which was given to them. 


It had been ordered that she Was to 
have nd food until she indicated a cray- 
ing for it, and under the directions of 
Dr. Walston, she was to be permitted 
to eat nothing except bréak and milk. 


When it was brought to her she sat 
ub in her cot and ate it as though she 
had been famished. Then, sinking back 
oh the pillow, she lay motionless, gaz- 
ing at the oné light which burned dim- 
1¥ in the center of the room. Shé went 
to sleep at 9 p. Mm. and was quiet 
through the night.

Co. and at once wiseacres predicted that 
this move was but the forerunner of a 
series of similar coups. That they were 
right in their surmise was proved when 
‘it was announced that Hawley and Ben- 

jamin Franklin Yoakum, president of 
the Rock Island system, had entered 
into an agreement whereby control of 
the St. Louis & San Francisco lines with 

_ their 66230 miles of trackage, would be 
passed over into Hawley’s keeping. 

Following closely on ‘the heels of this 
‘startling bit of railroad news came the 
report that Hawley would soon be in 
control of the Wabash and its allied 
‘Vines, as well as sole owner of the Vir- 
ginia Railroad, the line which came so 
near to sending the late H. H. Rogers 
into bankruptcy.

Asks Teachers to Follow

Then she outlined the whole of Froe- 
bel’s idea and declared that if the 
teacher develops the program proposed 
by him she will have no time nor op- 
portunity to go astray. She will make 
the child ‘‘to tell the truth, to be at- 
tentive, to be. kind, to be industrious, 
the essengials which will not hurt any 
child régaraless of how much genius he 
may show’im other directions. After 
this the teacher, has only to “unseal the 
fcuntain of ‘Originality. 3 

And on thé:other hand Miss Blow 
agrees that tvo much originality leads 
to “caprice, instability, frivolity, ir- 
rascibility and nervous. collapse,” so 
should not always be incited. 

“Our too common defect today,” she 
says, “is that we attempt to pour in- 
to the child knowledge heis not pre- 
pared to receive and in which he feels 
no interest. Hence our. teaching 
floats in the air’ unattached by chords 
of experience to the life of the child.” 

HE work today she says abounds 

r in “ghosts. of mistaken ideas,” 

but she does not swerve from 

her position for the artist opposed to 

the artisan, for ideality opposed to 

utilitarianism. She goes so far as to 

say that modern machinery tends to 
make fools of men. 

“Against the tendency to make util- 
itarian aims paramount in education,” 
©, during her . discourse, 
| of'my, brain, every drop 
of my bloga; . ‘every impulse of my 
spirit. revels.” - *I am here today to 
agree with our poet, Seer, that 
‘If eyes were made for seeing 
The beauty is its own excuse for be- 

ing.’ 

“T am here to confess my abiding

Not Mother of Invention. 


“Tam here to ¢glaim that the prog- 
ress of mankind has been conducted 
under the inspiration of love, joy, 
beauty, religion, and not under com- 
pulsion of bodily needs. I do not be- 
lieve that art, science, ethics, relig- 
fon and philosophy have been evolved 
from industries, but on the contrary, 
confess with fervor that out of the 
romances of love, the delight of 
] beauty, the ardor of moral enthusi- 
asm, and the zest of intellect must 
be created nobler industries and a 
higher organization of social and po- 


litical life. 
Faust may have ‘ended his career 


by draining a swamp, but he would 
never have dreamed of the free man 
among a free people on a free soil 
had he ‘not loved Gretchen, wandered 
through classical Walpurgis Night, been 
wedded to Greek Helen and learned 
from Christianity of that divine grace 
which his poet creator symbolizes of 
Ewig Weibliche. 

To the direct question whether, as 
realists contend, children should repro- 
duce objects fermed in their immediate 
environment, and reproduce only the 
activities with which Ahat environment 
has made them familiar, Miss Blow 
replies: 

“The affirmative answer leads to the 
drawing and cutting of coal-hods, 
brooms, shovels, old rubber shoes, tin 
cans from the ash heap and many other 
things which whatever else they may 
be, can no one of them be described ag 
a thing of beauty and a joy forever.

LONDON, Nov. 26.—‘‘She sparkles and 
scintillates like a diamond, where many. 
women of other nations, beautiful jew- 
els in thelr way, forget to shine.”’ 

These words, spoken by 
Corelll, formed thé keynote to one of 
the most remarkable eulogies of the 
American woman that an Englishwoman 
has ever delivered. Miss Corelli, it is 
true, was surrounded by types of the 
wit and beauty of the women she was 
eulogizing. She was ‘the guest of honor 
at the annual luncheon of the Society 
of American Women in London—a 
graceful return for her kindly thought 
in providing visitofs. from the United 
States with a “home”’ at Harvard 
House, Stratford-on-Avon 

The luncheon was held at the Hotel 
Cecil, and Mme. Kato, wife of the 
Japanese Ambassador, was present; with 
her daughter, among other guests, Miss 
Marie Corelli's health was proposed, and 
in reply she said: 7 

“American women in London are a re- 
cognized force in our English social 
life, 

“There is hardly any society function 
of importance which is not graced and 
enlivened by the presence of some bril- 
liant American woman; and if we con-. 
sider the position American women hold 
in our peerage, we may almost be per- 
mitted to quote Scripture, and say that 
it is Mike unto leaven, which a woman 
took and hid in three measures of 
meal till the whole was leavened.’ 

Money Not Only Attraction. 

“Our ‘golden youth’ (whose gold is 
sometimes apt to be rather scarce) are 
always ready to fall ‘prostrate at the 
feet of every American heiress, but we 
must give them credit—just occasionally 
—for falling victims first to the charm 
of her American personality, without 
her dollars. For the charm is always 
there. It varies according to conditions 
and surroundings, but it is never én- 
tirely absent. 

‘‘An American woman is not quite like 
other women. The same heart, the same 
emotions move her as they moved our 
mother Eve, but they¥Y move her differ- 
ently. She is absolutely original. She fs 
a composition of new @€thereal vibra- 
tions. 

“She is not the daughter of an ancient 
kingdom rich in history, literature, and 
tradition, which felt the hand of the Ro- 
man conquerer before the Christian era; 
she has arisen, as it were, suddenly and 
miraculously like Venus from the foam 
of the sea. She is the offspring of a 
land of liberty—a young country teem- 
ing with the impetuous rush of untried 
ideas. 

“As such she is aiwaye fascinating; 
always deeply interesting. I have met a 
great many American women—all sorts 
and conditiong of them—but I have 
never yet come across a dull one, 

No Unpardonable Crimiuals. 

“Some witty person has said that 
‘Duliness is the only unpardonable 
crime.’ It is a crime ef which the 
American weman is never guilty. 

“] quite believe President Taft's re- 
cent confession that his wife rules him. 
He says: ‘I find that whenever I differ 
from her and go my own course I have 
to come back and admit she was right 
in the beginning.’ 

“All men, of course, are not so gal- 
launt—or so truthful—as President Taft. 
But courtesy to women seems to be a 
special ‘vogue’ with a great many Amers> 
ican men. 
to make things pleasant for women al! 
round. 

“It is a very becoming and agreeable 
syvay, and I am told that it dates from 
the Mayflower period. You will doubt- 
less remember that it is said there 
wes only one Woman on board that cele- 
brated vessel. She was naturally the 
Gurling of the bilgrims, and they all 
tried their best to be sweet and kind to 
her. 

“And, therefore, all the descendants of 
those pilgrims hate been sweet and kind 
to women. ever since. That's why 
American mén are so chivalrous and 
American Women so charming—and if 
the story isn’t true it eught te be!’

Different Languages Used in 
America as English 


ESIDES the different modern languages of and other con- 
B tinents, spoken in the United States, there are at least as many 
different Kinds of modern English. A Sunday newspaper may 
translate from dozen of them, turning their special words into “common 
English.” In that same week, there may be other dosens which will not 
be translated from until later. While nearly everyone who reads at all 
reads daily newspapers to “keep up with the times,” 1 weeklies and 
monthlies are published now in great numbers, with expectation that 
they will be read by those who are interested in knowing all about one 
thing as well as something about everything. 

Thus the latest number of “Machinery” is full of things interesting to 
everyone who knows a good deal about modern machinery and wishes to 
learn all about it. The latest number of the “Bill Board” is interesting in 
the same way to all who must know everything about amusements. The 
“Journal of Psychiatry” and the ‘“‘Astro-Physical” Journal have something 
interesting and important on every page. But those who can read one 
may have to learn a new language with more words in it than an Eskimo 
uses before they can understand the other. Even if the reader can under- 
stand both, he may learn to understand modern Greek about as quickly as 
he can learn to understand all the words on five pages of this month's 
“Machinery” and a new monthly devoted to automobiles and “aviation.” 

In addition to common English, the editor of the “Bill Board” is now 
learning two special languages.

eonsiderably, and may be as much as 3 points. 
The total of the “cuts” is deducted from 100 points 
and the “score” thus obtained indicates the rank- 
ing or rating of the bird. One that: does not score 
90 is not entitled to a first prize. A y4-point 
bird is “very good,” 95\is “fine.” 96 is “wonder- 
ful,” and above that is “marvelous.” The highest 
score that I have ever beard of is 971-4. ‘Judging 
at the St. Louis show will be by “comparison,” 
which means that the formality of scoring will be 
dispensed with, but the judges are sufficiently ex- 
pert to make a mental score of them. With so 
many entries the clerical work. is too great to 
permit the use of the score card. 

The understanding of the laws of breeding, the 
care and proper development of the bird, is a 
science, and its application requires more tuan 
ordinary skill. Ignorance and carelessness are 


the stumbling blocks which cause the great num- 


ber of failures in poultry breeding, because the 
natural order of domesticated aristocracy, beast’ 
or fowl, is to retrograde.

sands of birds live. , Every year they lay their 
eggs and raisé thgir young. Among small 
strips of land and rock there is what might be 
called a veritable bird paradise. This is the Is- 
land of Laysan. 

Laysan measures about five and a half kilos 
by four kilos, and possesses no vegetation save a 
few thickets and occasional seaweed, and now and 
then a sickly little palm tree. Upon the banks 
are to be found large quantities of driftwood, 
i 0 from the shores of America by the cur- 
rents. 

But the number of birds that come here at 
the season of nesting exceeds the wildest imag- 
ination. There are places on the island where 
it would be impossible to put the foot without 
crushing a bird, a nest or an egg. Apparently, 
to the eye, there are hundreds of thousands of 
birds; There are albatross, white and brown,

-petrels and frigates in innumerable colonies, but 


distinct. 

The albatross of Laysan are of two kinds, the 
white and the brown. The latter live chiefly in 
the southern part of the island. They are, more- 
over, fewer in number than their white cousins. 
The two kinds unite in colonies, which are al- 
ways distinctly separate, however. Their nests aré 
almost identical, simple little mounds of earth, 
with a hole in the middle. The female here lays 
a solitary egg. The parents provide for the 
nourishment of the young until the latter is able 
to go-to the sea and hunt for himself:

| Coffee Denatured to Save 
es the Nerves 


O SHOW that he hs no selfis.. motives, 
T Prof. Kippenberger has refused to patent 
his discovery of how coffee’can be “de- 
atured.” After long experiment, he succeeded in 
finding a way of getting the caffeine out of the 
coffee berry, so that denatured berries can te 
marketed for those who wish to “give up cof- 
“ee” and go on drinking a beverage which cannot 
hurt them, even if it does not help them. 
Caffeine is said to he the “toxic principle” of 
coffee. That is, it is the substance in each berry 
which makes the best coffee a strong stimulant. 
Like the nicotine in tobacco, ‘t'can be extracted 
and used as a poison. Hence is said to be ‘‘taxic,”’ 
or poisonous, It may be said for the comfort of 
these who do not expect to “give up coffee,” that 
in chemistry many things are “toxic” without 
which we could not :ive at all. The oxygen in 
the air, for instance, is so “toxic” that although 
it gtimulates every act of our lives, we cannot 
go on breathing it and live beyond a certain limit- 
ed time. About 80 years is as long as most of us 
Cam expect to stand it. Many have held out al- 
most as long the “toxic properties” of 
coffee, tea and combined with those of 
oxygen. While this leaves us to decide, cach for 
himself, whether denatured coffee (and tobacco 
») might not be better than the natura] toxic 
. e, it is only to those who “give up coffee” 
for a time that it gives a real idea of what it 
cam do. Although it is not intoxicating in the 
sense that brandy is, a cup of strong coffee, act- 
on the nerves altogether free from the effects 
Quy stimulant, may stimulate them more than 
they would be stimulated by a single drink of 
andy. There is enough caffeine in a’cup of cof- 
to ep @ man with good nerves awake and 
ex@ilarated all night.

“Probably the most striking result which T ob- 
tained by the use of chemicals,” Dr. Kraemer is 
quoted as saying, “wag the production of a red 


color in the petals of the white rose, Kaiserine.. 


The red color occurred in the basal portion ‘of 
the petals and was produced in the flowers of 
plants which were supplied with potassium hy- 
drate, potassium carbonate and lead acetate. The 
Kaiserine rose tends to yellowish, but not to pink 
or red, and therefore the red color prodyeed in 
the petals is a new character. 

“As to the explanation for the change, I can 
only suggest two reasons: Hither the added chem- 
ical reacts directly with a compound already pres- 
ent in the petals, or has induced the formation of 
an entirely new substance; or the color substance

was advertised as 30 per cent lighter than 

aluminum, with other remarkable qualities 
likely to make it an important part of the future 
of navigating the cir. Its composition was xept 
secret, but F. F. Willet, a chemist, who got hold 
of a piece of it, melted it down, analyzed it and 
found exactly what it is. He was disappointed 
to discover that it is “nothing but magnesiun,’ 
alloyed with one part in a hundred of Aluminina, 
zine, iron and sodium. Still, even if the “sors 
metal” is nothing but magnesium, we may begin 
finding magnesium one of the “wonderful 
metals” if a way is found of alloying it for use ip 
flying machines. 

It was once thought a very wonderful thine to 
get a shining and beautiful metal out of such 
“ores” as epsom salts and the magnesia pac*- 
ages sold in drugstores to dyspeptics. It was 
wonderful in fact, and it reiacins so still, thouga 
we have not Yet found any very wonderful use 
for the epsom salts metal. It is somewhat like 
zinc. Unless it can te alloyed succe.rfully, the 
way it rusts in moist air is much against its use- 
fulness. Perhcps tuis may be overcome, now 
that a way has been iound to harden gold, silver 
‘nd copper until they take .nd hold a razor 
edge. A good razor, made from epsom sait: might 
be worth while, if only to convince the public 
that “salts” are not as bad as they taste, 

All attempts to make ¢lloys that will bring the 
metal into common vse have failed thus -«° but 
if there is ever a strong demand for it, the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans are a mine of it. Next 
to common galt, one of its combination is the 
most abundant mineral in sea water, and it is 
also common in many soils. It ig brilliant like 
silver, and when pure it con be wor ed into al- 
most any shape the other metals will tate. It-i 
worth almost nothing now, because there is little 
use for it. As one of the unused resources of the 
present, it may be part of the enormous wealth 
of the future, which learns how to make a better 
use of our wonderful discoveries than we wah 


yet learned to do.

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| What Everybody MUST Know 
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About Teeth. 


1 Normally there are 32 teeth in the mouth of an adult 
person. 

2 But the wisdom teeth, which are the last at the 

back of the mouth usually appear only after the 
seventeenth year, sometimes much later. 
The front teeth are called ‘‘incisors.’’ There are 
eight of them, four upper and four lower. They are 
wedge-shaped with a sharp edge and are designed to 
cut and divide soft food. 

You have four ‘‘canines’”’ immediately back of the 
incisors. Feel them in —_ mouth. They are sharp 
and pointed, designed by nature to split up tough 
food, bones, etc. 

Behind the canines are the small and big molars, 
with grinding surfaces and designed for mastication. 
If you should take a tooth just extracted from the 
mouth and split it in two from top to root, you would 
find it constructed of three substances: 

(a) Outside: the enamel. The enamel is a 

thin, hard and_brittle covering which being im- 

pervious protects the inner structure. the
